(AP) — John L. Lewis to- 
day called for a 12-day 
truce in the soft coal strike, 
beginning Monday. 


Lewis wired every local 


union president urging him 
to arrange for the 400,000 
striking United Mine Work- 
ers to get back on the job 
as soon as the local mine 
management a g r e e d to 
make retroactive during the 
truce any pay increase later 
negotiated. 


"This action is the contri- 


bution of the United Mine 
Workers of America to our 
nation's economy," Lewis tele- 
graphed the locals, "which is 
being imperiled by the stupidi- 
ty and selfish greed of the 
coal operators and associated 
financial interests and by 
demagogues who have tried 
to lash the public mind into a 
state of hysteria rather than 
grant justice and fair treat- 
ment to the men who mine 
the nation's coal." 


Invited to White House 


Lewis acted less than an hour 


after President Truman invited the 
mine leader and a representative 
of the operators to a White House 
conference at 4 P- m. (CDT). 


The UMW chieftain told the un- 


ion locals: "The coal to be mined 
during this two-week (truce) pa- 
riod can be utilized for condemn- , 
tion by essential facilities and tie 
nation's health and security thus 
safeguarded 
while efforts to ne- 


gotiate a contract continue. 


"Let every member be assured 


that the members of the national 
policy committee are determined 
to accept no contract that will not 
give to the mine workers the es- 
sential protection which is impera- 
tively required." 


Lewis called in reporters three 


hours before the scheduled White 
House conference and announced 
that the policy committee of 250 
strike leaders had unanimously 
authorized sending of the telegram 
to each local union."

1 
have been receiving many protests, 
some of them fiercely bitter, from 
men who have been imposed upon 
in this and other ways. This is only 
a continuation of the same fight 
that went on throughout the w a i 
on the home front when the draft 
act wag used as a bludgeon to 
force men into unions in "essent- 
ial" occupations as an alternative 
io being drafted. They could bin 
their way out of the draft by pay- 
ing money to unions.
